Zone change considerations 


Upland City Council will consider five zone changes and an amendment to 
the zoning code 7 p.m. Monday: 

—Zone change from agricultural to single-family residential with 
minimum lot size of 15,000 square feet for 10 acres at the northeast corner of 
San Antonio Avenue and 18th Street. 

—Zone change from agricultural to single-family residential with a 
minimum lot size of 20,000 square feet for 10 acres northeast of 19th Street 
and Euclid Avenue. 

—Zone thange from agricultural to highway commercial for 0.85 acre at 
the northeast corner of Central Avenue and Huntington Drive. 

—Prezone change from light industrial to special land use for 2.5 acres 
northwest of 17th Street and Benson Avenue. Prezone changes take effect 
when the area is annexed by Upland. 

—Prezone change from single-family residential (low density) to single- 
family residential with a minimum lot size of 10,000 square feet for 18.53 
acres northeast of 16th Street and Benson Avenue. 

—Amendments to the zoning code allowing additional business uses in 
commercial and administrative-commercial zones.

Monday 
whether to order a general plan 
review and an environmental im- 
pact report (EIR) on the present 
general plan 

The review originally was re-

The Upland Planning Commission 
also has suggested development of 
northwest Upland be considered on 
a comprehensive basis rather than

5-10 acres at a time. 

The city staff has recommended 
the city complete an EIR of the pre- 
sent plan and then review its 
general plan in 1977 and 1978. 

A city staff report said an EIR on 
the present general plan would 
‘underscore’? problems caused by 
present density patterns, provide 
‘valuable input’’ for a general plan 
review, simplify paperwork for sub- 
sequent zone changes, and provide 
comparison information for ETRs on 
future development. 

City Manager Lee Travers es- 
timates the cost of an EIR on the 
general plan at $6,800-$7,500. “The 
staff feels this would be money well 
spent and recommended that coun- 
cil give serious consideration to 
moving ahead with such an EIR.” 
he said. 

A staff report recommending a 
general plan review noted five areas 
for considerations. The staff 
recoramended printing a two-year 
supply of an updated general plan 
map since the present map used by 
the public is out of date. 

Information which should be con- 
sidered in a general plan review in- 
cludes updated information from 
Upland Elementary Schoo! District 
on sites for projected schools, and 
housing information from the Hous- 
ing and Community Development 
Block Grant program 

The staff report noted the council 
might want to review present park 
guidelines for low-density, single- 
tamily residential areas before 
revising the general plan 

General plan elements now re- 
quired by the state should be 
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pected 


reflected in the review process as 
well as in the revised general plan, 
according to the staff report. 


The city staff is working on two 
additional studies to protect 
residential neighborhoods suggested 
by Councilwoman Ina Petokas and 
supported by the entire council. 


The council also requested the 
staff to investigate the possibility of 
ammending the municipal code to 
provide city control over the 
operating hours of stores in 
neighborhood- commercial zones. 


Councilwoman Petokas said the 
amendment would insure that hours 
of operation are suitable for residen- 
tial neighborhoods. 


Councilman Hal Bailin noted that 
such a limitation ‘‘could be a very 
serious interference” in operating a 
business. 

The proposed amendment could 
come into conflict with state laws 
which affect such businesses as li- 
quor stores. Mayor pro tem John 
McCarthy commented. 

The council also directed the staff 
and city attorney to study the 
possibility of removing massage 
parlors from businesses permitted 
in neighborhood commercial. 
general commercial and commer- 
cial - professional zones 

The amendment proposed by 
Councilwoman Petokas would limit 
massage parlors to highway com- 
mercial zones 

Councilman Hal Bailin warned 
such an amendment might also limit 
legitimate physical therapists work- 
ing in medical centers in commer- 
cial - professional zones 


Presbyterians commemorate local history 


Upland church to burn mortgage

Close to a century of West End 
history will be cormmemorated 
when the First Presbytenan Church 
ot Upland holds a mortgage-burning 
ceremony 10:30 a.m. Sunday 

The ceremony will be followed by 
worship service, luncheon and an 
atternoon program commemorating 
both the history and the future of the 
church, 869 N. Euclid Ave 

The church, which was dedicated 
in January 1958, is the fourth church 
the First Presbyterians have built in 
Upland 

The church. built under the 
leadership of the Rev. Tusten Hart, 
is constructed of native rock from 
San Antonio Canyon 

Members of ail ages selected 
rocks and transported them, a few 
at a time, to the church site. 
according to Gladys Flum, who has 
written a history ot the church to 
commemorate the mortgage- 
burning. G.A. Brest came out of 
retirement to complete his last 
masonry job on the church 

The church bell, which has hung in 
all but the first church, was given in 
1907 by James H. Sourwine in 
memory of his wife 

The church’s organ, which was 
given by Jessie Keith Price in 
memory of Robert Os borne Price, is 
one of the nicest organs in the area, 
Mrs. Flum said 

The congregation's three previous 
churches were built on the northeast 
corner of Euclid Avenue and Ninth 
Street. Mrs. Flum said the first 
church was a “‘darling little church 
with a steeple.’ built in 1888 by 
Maude Grahame’s father, John 
Gerry 

Tragically the church was 
destroyed by a windstorm only a few 
days after its dedication. Mrs 
Grahame, who was born the year 
the church was built and heard the 
story many times as a child, said the 
incident almost broke her father’s 
heart. 

Gerry, who had learned building 
in England and worked in Canada 
before coming to Upland, had 
warned the building committee the 
large, square steeple was too tall tor 
the building. 

Mrs. Grahame said her father told 
the building committee, ‘‘a bad wind 
will just sweep down here and blow 
the steeple down.’’ There were no 
windbreaks in those days because 
the pepper trees were only a few 
feet tall. 

But, she said, the building 
committee wanted a steeple that 
could be seen from all over the 
valley because the Presbyterian 
Church was the first church built in 
Upland. 

Gerry was right. The steeple was 
blown down in the first windstorm. 
The congregation salvaged as much 
wood as possible and began the job 
of building again. 

Mrs. Flum said the second 
church, which was another ‘‘old- 
fashioned” church, was dedicated in 
1892. When the congregation needed 


more space a “handsome gothic 
stvle’’ church was bulit in 1911. That 
church served until 1965 when the 
present sanctuary was dedicated 

Part of Sunday's celebration will 
be memories from years of worship 
and church fellowship gathered into 
a booklet by Mrs. Grahame and 
Winnie Johnson 


Today | am thinking how we 
came here, my husband and I, as 
strangers and in a short time had 
met so many people who have been 
friendly since,’ said Mary Hoard, 
who particularly remembers Edith 
Van Ness who “used to pick up all 
her neighbors and take us to church 
and the church activities’ when gas 
was rationed during the war 


Others remembered specific 
incidents. ‘When the Baileys joined 
the Upland Church they were much 
surprised no collection was taken 
during the Sunday Service. 
remembered Herbert S. Bailey 


One of the leading members, 
who was quite wealthy, felt it was 
sacreligious to have money change 
hands in the house of the Lord 
Years later the collection was 
resumed,’ he noted

The Paul Girls coordinated the 
church's flower festival and parade 
ot flower-decorated floats ridden by 
small children. Mrs. Grahame said 
the organization continued until 
“many became grandmothers and 
some passed away and reunions 
were no longer possible.” 

The introduction to the memory 
booklet says. “‘We pay tmbute to 
those who have helped make this 
moment possible. We have gathered 
the memories of the old church, 
forgetting the struggles but lovingly 
remembering the happy events.’ 

Sunday's ceremony celebration 
commemorates all of the weddings, 
baptisms, funerals, candlelight 


vespers, prayer groups, Sunday 
school teachers, choir directors, 
organists and ministers who are 
part of the church’ 87 years of 
history

Dear Anita,

should not be allowed to work. Don't 
you agree they should stay home and 
raise their children, at least until 
they reach school age?

Dear S.G., 

There is an increasing amount of 
evidence which establishes that a 
child develops at the same pace 
whether or not the mother is 
employed. Several studies have 
indicated similar development 


between the chidren of working 
mothers and those of mothers who 
are not ernployed. (See ‘Working 
Mothers,’’ Lois W. Hoffman and F 1. 
Nye) 

Of course, many mothers do not 
have the luxury of choice in this 





matter. More than 12 million 
children in this country are 
supported by female heads-of- 
household. 

Nearly half of all mothers in the 
United States have jobs outside 
their hames. More than a third of 
these working mothers have 
children under 6 years of age. Most 
of the mothers with young children 
who work do so for the same reason 
other women work; they need the 
income from their jobs.

contract toward each other 
obligations of mutual respect, fideli- 
ty and support). However, support 
her husband has been initiated. This 
absence of judicial interference in 
ongoing marriage reflects the 
proper role of the support laws. 
ERA scholar Thomas Emerson has 
noted the law’s limited powers to 
“predetermine and control the 


nature of intimate personal 
relationships.” (“Yale Law Jour- 
nal,” Vol. 80, No. 5, April, 1971.) 
The ERA will require husbands 
and wives to support one another 
depending on their financial status 
and their contributions to the 
household. A wife’s contributions of 
time, energy and skill in her home 
may constitute her portion of sup- 
port. There would be no question, in 


or out of the courtroom, of a 
woman’s status as homemaker and 
mother. It would be equal to her 
husband’s status as breadwinner. 
ERA would not change private 
arrangements between husband and 
wife, and no court would interfere in 
a marriage that is intact.

Dear Readers: 

The Federal Equal Credit Oppor- 
tunity Act, which went into effect on 
Oct. 28, prohibits discrimination on 
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the basis of sex or marital status in 
the granting of credit. The new 
regulations cover all businesses 
which extend credit to individuals, 
including banks, department stores, 
finance companies, and governrmen- 
tal agencies. 

There will be a delay in the effec- 
tive date of some of the regulations 
which were written to implement 
this act. A provision which says that 
alimony and child-support payments 
must be considered as income will 
go into effect on Jan. 1, 1976. 


Another important provision, 
which will be effective on Nov. 1, 
1976, refers to the credit history of 
family accounts. It will enable a 
widow, divorcee, or married woman 
to seek credit in her own name by 
using her previous ‘‘family’’ or joint 
account rating. 

These and other provisions were 
delayed in order to give creditors an 
opportunity to comply with the new 
regulations a set at a time. Not all of 
the regulations are as strong as they 
should be. 


On the whole, however, the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act is an import- 
nat step forward in reaching true 
equality in the area of economic 
security for women

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You and Your Pet 
Dog breeding precautions

Unwanted Puppies are the best 
reason to be concerned when your 
female dog enters her heat periods. 
Many dog owners today prefer not to 
have their female pets altered, 
particularly if the animals are 
purebred and they hope to mate 
them. In such cases, these owners 
need to take special precautions 
with the female during her seasonal 
periods. 

Dogs become sexually mature 
during the ages of six to twelve 
months, and during this time, the 


female begins her first heat period. 
These periods are usually six 
months apart and last around three 
weeks. During the middle week of 
the period, the female is receptive 
to males and can usually become 
pregnant at this time. If you do not 
want puppies, then you must keep 
your female dog indoors during the 
middle receptive week. 

You can recognize when your dog 
is entering a period of heat first by 
her extra friskiness and affection, 
her increase or decrease in appetite 
and urination and the swelling of her 
external genita! organ. After about 
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begin and will continue four or five 
more days. 

During the bleeding period, you 
should keep your dog closed off in a 
specific indoor area. However, don’t 
shut her in a basement or closet 
because whe is already somewhat 
unsettled. Reassure her with 
frequent attention and a warm tone. 
You might need to cover the genital 
area with some sanitary protection. 
If you have children around, tell 
them the bleeding is a normal 
condition and not to be alarmed. Try 
to keep your dog away from things 
she might soil without making her 
sense that you would like to banish 


her. If you feel this way about her 
season, it is best for you and for her 
if she is spayed. 

When the bleeding discharge 
lessens, your dog is ready for 
breeding. If you do not wish to breed 
her, the next five days are the most 
critical in terms of confinement. If 
you live in the city, the problem may 
not be serious, since male dogs 
there are usually leashed and 
therefore controllable. But 
suburban male dogs frequently 
roam the neighborhood looking for a 
female in heat. 

During the final week of her 
season, your dog may repulse any 
male who approaches her, so is in 
little danger of becoming pregnant. 

Before the onset of heat, you 
might want to take your dog to your 
veterinarian for a hormone injection 
that will halt the period. Also, the

heat period and for the treating 
false pregnancy in dogs was 
introduced recently. Your 
veterinarian will know about it. 
Since your dog can produce a litter 
or two every year, there is no point 
in rushing her. If she is very young, 
she may be immature 
psychologically and insufficiently 
developed physcially to cope with 
the sudden burden of all those 
puppies. I recommend mating her 
no sooner than her second heat 
period. The American Kennel Club 
will not permit registration of a 
litter from a female under eight 
months or over twelve years. Most 
dogs should not be bred after their 
eighth or ninth year, for the strain, 
the work and the general anxiety 
may be too much for them. 

If you are interested in breeding 
your dog and she has a history of 
failing to becoming pregnant after 
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being bred, your veterinarian can 
help again by testing her to 
determine the exact day that is best 
for breeding. 

If your pet seems to be in season 
more than twice a year or if she is 
discharging between seasonal 
periods, consult with your 
veterinarian. A thorough 
examination will safeguard your 
dog’s health.

Persons with other 
chronic illnesses, elderly 
persons and infants may 
become more susceptible to 
infection. Persons with 
certain types of vascular 
diseases (those suffering 
from angina, for example) 
may experience pain when 
carbon monoxide levels 
cause a decrease of oxygen 
delivery to tissues. These 
responses can be expected 
even at Stage 1. When it 
gets higher than that, these 
vulnerable groups 
experience more severe 
symptoms, but almost 
everyone, even if healthy, 
will experience some 
discomfort. This may 
include nose, eye and chest 


discomfort, headache and 
impaired exercise 
performance. 


What can, you do in such 
emergencies? If you have

care, get in touch with him 
if your symptoms become 
severe. Know what 
medications to use for 
specific symptoms. 
Maintain adequate fluid 
intake. Know the location of 
your nearest emergency 
treatment facility in case 
your doctor advises 
increased therapy 
(ventilation assistance, 
oxygen therapy, etc.). 

Everyone — even those in 
good health — can weather 
an air pollution episode 
more comfortably by 
keeping in mind the 
following advice. 

—Do not smoke and avoid 
places where others are 
smoking. 

—Remain indoors for the 
duration of the alert. Keep 
doors and windows closed 
and recirculate the indoor 
air. If you have an air 
conditioner, use it, since the 
discomfort caused by 
pollutants is made worse by 
high temperatures. 
Activated charcoal air 
filters will help reduce 
oxidant levels. 

—Avoid aerosols, dust, 
fumes and other irritants. 
Reduce to a minimum 
domestic activities, 
cooking, hobbies or 
occupations which produce 
irritants. 

—Delay strenuous
